FOREIGN. 


Enotanp.—The same dearth of new books which we have noticed 
here, prevails in England also, The number of books published there, 
during the week ending March 15th, was comparatively small. Of the 
important works noticed by our exchanges, “ A Portion of the Journal 
kept by Thomas Raikes, Esq., from 1831 to 1847,” has obtained the 
most attention. Mr. Raikes lived at Paris during this period, and his 
Journal comprises anecdotes of the late French king, of his principal 
courtiers, and of the distinguished ladies of his court; also, a kind of 
chronicle of the great events that transpired during that time. A trans. 
lation of Herr Hacklander’s “ Europiiische Selavenleben,” under the 
title of Clara ; or, Slace Life in Europe, with an Introduction by Sir 
Archibald Alison, has been published in London. The aim of the work 
is to show that there is absolute slavery among the free whites of 
Europe, through the tyranny of conventionalism, as well as upon the 
cotton plantation and black slave mart.... The Athend&m calls Dr, 
Doran’s Knights and their Days, a “‘ piece of exquisite nonsense.” A 
book which has been more than favorably received is, ‘“ Lectures on the 
History of Ancient Philosophy.” By the late William Archer Butler. 
The author died in 1848. The present work has been edited from his 
MSS., by William Hepworth Thomson. Mr. Butler was the first occu- 
pant of the Chair of Moral Philosophy, founded in 1837 at Trinity 
College, Dublin, to which he was called in the twenty-sixth year of his 
age.... The “ Lectures” here first published, are spoken of as being 
learned, comprehensive, and critical. The London Critic, in one of its 
foolish critical tirades of Law’s Introduction to Theosophy, tells ussome- 
thing new, namely, that “ mysticism is manifested most in those regions 
where every thing but industrialism is superficial—the United States of 
America! There every religious agitation takes the shape of a false 
mysticism, which, if unchecked, may prove more disastrous than the 
most formidable of America’s social and political difficulties.” A book 
which is spoken of as being “singularly well-timed,” is Hewett's 
* Ancient Armor and Weapons in Europe.” 

Literary News ayp Anxnouncements.—The seventh and eighth 
volumes of “ Moore’s Memvirs, Journal, and Correspondence,” edited by 
Lord John Russell, and completing the work, with a copious Index, 
were promised in March. Mr. G. W. Thornly, author of “ A History of 
the Buccaneers,” has at press a new work, entitled Shakspeare’s England; 
or, asketch of our Social History during the Reign of Elizabeth. It will 
appear in two volumes, crown octavo; and, it is anticipated, will prove 
very interesting. Nothing in Literature is more wanted by the English 
reader than a good History of German Literature. The Rev. F. Metcalf, 
of Oxford, is writing one, based upon that ef Vilmar, and designed to 
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be a companion to Max Miller, the celebrated philologist’s “ German 
Reading-book.” The Longman’s announce “ Pneuma; or, the Wander- 
ing Soul : Parable in Rhyme and Outline. By the Rev. W. Calvert.” 
We suppose that this will be an allegory suitable to modera taste, but 
not dissimilar to the beautiful Thessalian story of “Cupid and Psyche,” 
in the “ Metamorphosis” of Apuleius. Bentley had advertised, in our 
latest exchanges, M. Guizot’s “ History of Richard Cromwell and the 
Restoration of Charles II.” A new novel by Shirley Brooks is an- 
nounced; also, “ Susan Merton,” by Charles Reade. Two additional 
yols. of Lord John Russell’s “‘ Correspondence of Charles James Fox” 
were promised ; and the second volume of Professor Creasy’s “ History 
of the Ottoman Turks.” A pamphlet was published by Low & Son, at 
one shilling, entitled, “ Our Relations with America” ; which contained 
the official Correspondence of the American and English Governments, 
in relation to the enlistment question. These gentlemen have in press, 
atranslation of the Baron de Bazancourt’s “ Narrative of the War to 
the time of the Fall of Sebastopol.” This work is substantially an 
official one, the author having been employed by the French govern- 
ment to write a narrative of the campaign; and, as he of course had 
access to the best sources of information, his book may be taken as a 
perfect exposé of the position, circumstances, and acts of the French 
army in the Crimea, as well as the French view of English operations. 
A strong evidence of the interest in relation to Central America, 
which is now prevalent in England, may befound in the fact, that 
among the advertisements of “books wanted to purchase,” we find 
“ Bonnycastle’s Spanish America,” 1819; “ Brief Statement of Grants by 
the State of Guatemala,” 1839 ; “ Don Domingo Juanos Guatemala; ” 
“Fourth Voyage of Columbus ;” “ Heafhen’s Account of Central Amer- 
ica:” “ Robert’s Adventures on the East Coast of Central America,” 


etc., etc. 

France.—Great interest, says the London Publishers’ Circular, has 
been lately excited among the book-sellers and book-buyers of Paris, by 
the sale of an extensively illustrated copy of Voltaire’s Works. The 
edition is that of Lefévre, in 1829-34, in 90 vols., 8vo.: its illustration 
has been a labor of more than twenty years. The engravings were se- 
lected with considerable taste, and a discrimination that rejected nearly 
as many plates as were inserted, these latter amounting to the large 
number of 12,000, including 10,000 portraits. This unique copy, which 
was valued by its possessor at £800, produced £223. At the same sale, 
a copy of the first complete edition of Moliére was sold for £13; the 
“Purioso Orlando, Venice, 1553,” for £15; and ‘“‘ Montaigne’s Essays, 
Bordeaux, 1580,” for £9. 

M. Alphonse de Lamartine has published his “ History of Cesar.” 
Like his previous works, it is eminently characteristic—poetical, rhetor- 
ical, finciful, dramatic, and romantic. That distinguished author has 
established a Monthly Magazine, the whole contents * which are to come 
from his own pen. It is entitled, Cours far:i¥ er /e dcttéruteur, In the 
first number of it, he pours forth the ,:ie(s he Sas now to suffer in his 
old age. He speaks not of his poxtical, but of his literary life ; and, 
after touching on the part he has played in the world of literature, he 
uses the following affecting language :— 

“Behold how literature elevates the mind ints action; see how it 
consoles the heart in disgrace. Here I wis! te go as far along with you 
4s plain speech can go. There are some things that can be said only 
once in lite; but it is necessary that they should be said, otherwise you 
will never yourselves comprehend the all-powerfulness of literary senti- 
ment on the life of the public man, and on the heart of the private man. 
Far from me be the timidities of words! I here open my heart to its 
innermost folds. The decorum of pusillanimous writers never uncovers 
these nudities of the heart in public; but a heart swollen with grief, 
raises from more manly breasts these vain bandages, with a shameless- 
ness of sincerity more chaste at bottom than the false modesty of con- 
vention. If the Laocoon, writhing in marble under the redoubled folds 
of the serpent, were not naked, should we see his tortures? When the 
heart breaks, should we not hear the yein? Under deceiving appear- 
ances, my life is not calculated to inspire envy; I shall say more, it is 
at an end; I no longer live, I survive. Of all these multiple men that 
lived in me, to a certain degree, man of sentiment, man of poesy, man 
of the tribune, no more remains of me but the man literary. The literary 





man himself is not happy. Years do not yet weigh me down, but they 
reckon me up. I bear more painfully the loads of my heart than the 
load of years. These years, like the ghosts of Macbeth, passing their 
hands over my shoulder, show me with the finger not crowns, but a 
sepulchre ; and would to God I were already laid there! I have not 
within me a smile for either the past or the future; I grow old without 
pea J in my empty house, all surrounded with the tombs of those | 
1ave loved ; I cannot take a step from my dwelling, without striking my 
foot against one of those stumbling-stones of our tendernesses or our 
hopes. There are so many bleeding fibres torn from my heart, still living 
and buried before me, while this heart within me beats like a timepiece, 
which one has forgotten to take down in abandoning a house, and which 
still sounds in vacancy the hours that no one counts! ” 


Byron was accused of weeping upon paper; Lamartine may be 
charged with doing the same. But, let the judgment of the world be 
what it may, the heart of genius will give utterance to its sorrows. It 
is a thing of impulse; its possessor cannot call to his aid the callous 
stoicism of the speculator or stock-jobber.—M. Laboulaye’s “ Essai Sur 
L’ Art Industriel” is spoken highly of. M. Ch. Robin has published his 
“ Histoire de l’Exposition Universelle ;” and M. Cahier, “ Quelques Six 
Milles Proverbes.” M. Thierry announces a “ Life of Attila.” 


Grrmanxy.—A theological war is going onin Germany. The Chev- 
alier Bunsen, so well known to English scholars as the author of the 
great work on “Christianity and Mankind,” has created it. He resided 
in England during fourteen years; became strongly imbued with Oalvin- 
ism; and, though writing with rare abilities and great erudition, a truly 
philosophical mind, he maintains that the salvation of society depends 
upon the adoption of the principles advocated by the followers of Calvin. 
Upon his return to his native land, he commenced the composition of a 
work entitled “Signs of the Times,” which has been recently published 
in Germany and in England. This called forth a pamphlet from the em- 
inent Professor Stahl, who takes his stand upon the other extreme; 
maintains the absolute necessity of a national church; and plays sad 
havoc with the logic of Bunsen.—The third volume of the latter’s 
“ Egypt’s Place in Universal History,” has gone to press. The two first 
volumes are decidedly great, albeit they are simply Lepsius popularized, 
He is also preparing a “ Life of Christ,” in reply to that of Dr. Strauss. 
—* The Travels of Prince Waldemar, of Prussia,” has appeared in two 
volumes, folio, with views, maps, and plans.—Ludolph Kopke has pub- 
lished “Reminiscences of Ludwig Tieck.”—Herr Jacob Kruger has 
written “ A History of the Assyrians and Iranians,” which is spoken of 
as being eminently mystical. Dr. T. P. Trusen has published a neat 
little book, called “ Burning of the Dead,” in which he advocates the 
revival of the funeral pyre.—Professor Lepsius denies the newspaper 
report, that he was imposed upon by the Simonides frauds; and he has 
announced a pamphlet, being a history of the whole affair. ;

WHO WAS JUNIUS! 


The following Notes are to be understood not as a report of all the 
speculations and discussions on this vexed subject which have from time 
to time appeared in the newspapers and magazines, and in Preliminary 
Essays and Introductions to the various editions of the Letters, but sim- 
ply as a bibliographical account of the controversy. 

The first substantive work, so far as I know, was :— 

“ Anecdotes of Junius: to which is prefixed the King’s Reply. South- 
ampton. 8vo.” 
This is a mere reprint of Anecdotes of the Author, prefixed to the edi- 
tion of 1771, with “ Piccadilly ” in the title-page ; and the writer as- 
sumes that Edmund Burke was the author of the Letters. 

In or about 1789 a pamphlet was published by Philip Thicknesse, . 
entitled,— 

“ Junius Discovered. By P.T. London: Fores.” 
in which he advocated the claims of Horne Tooke. 

I ought not, I presume, to include in this list the Miscellaneous 
Works of Hugh Boyd, 1800, although I doubt whether Boyd’s Works . 
would have been either collected or published, but that Mr, Campbell 
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hoped in the memoir prefixed to prove that Boyd was Junius. Be this 
as it may, about the same time appeared as a separate pamphlet,— 

“ An Appendix to the Supplemental Apology for the Believers in the 
supposititious Shakspeare Papers; being the Documents for the opinion 
that Hugh McAulay Boyd wrote Junius’s Letters. By George Chal- 
mers, F.R.S.S.A. mdon: Thomas Egerton. 1800.” 

The next special publication, so far as I know, was not till 1807, 


when Dr. Girdlestone published,— 

“ Reasons for rejecting the presumptive evidence of Mr. Almon, that 

Mr. Hugh Boyd was the writer of Junius, with passages selected to 
prove the real author of the Letters of Junius.” 
Mr. Almon’s “ presumptive evidence” was prefixed to his edition of 
Junius’s Letters, published in 1806 ; and the “ real author,” according to 
Dr. Girdlestone, was Gen. Lee. I have never seen this pamphlet, but it 
was, I believe, republished, with additional facts and arguments by Dr. 
Girdlestone in 1813. This was followed by— 

“ Another Guess at Junius, and a Dialogue between Mr. Pitt, father 
and son. London: Hookham. 1809.” 
in which the claims of Chatham, as the writer, were enforced. 

The edition of Junius in 1812, with the private letters to the printer, 
gave new life to the controversy, and amongst the earliest publications 
on the subject was,— 

“ An Attempt to ascertain the Authors of the Letters published under 
the ‘signature of Junius. By the Rev. J. B. Blakeway, M.A.,F.S.A. 
Shrewsbury ; W. Eddowes, 1813.” 

To this “A Sequel ” was published by Mr. Blakeway in 1815. 

Mr. Blakeway concludes, rejoicingly, that he has “ proved that 
Horne Tooke was the writer, an historical fact which will not here- 
after be disputed.” The same year produced the following: 


“The Life of the Author of the Letters of Junius, the Rev. James 
Wilmot, D.D., &c. By his niece, Olivia Wilmot Serres. London: Wil- 
liams. 1813.” 

“Facts tending to prove that General Lee was never absent from 
this country, for any length of time, during the years 1767, 1768, 1769, 
1770, 1771, 1772, and that he was the author of Junius. By Thomas 
Girdlestone, M.D. London: P. Martin. 1813.” 

“ An Enquiry, concerning the Author of the Letters of Junius; in 
which it is proved, by internal, as we'l as by direct and satisfactory evi- 
dence, that they were written by the Right Hon. Edmund Burke. By 
John Roche, Esq. London: J. Carpenter. 1813.” 

“ A Discovery of the Author of the Letters of Junius, founded on such 
evidence and illustrations as explain all the mysterious circumstances and 
apparent contradictions which have contributed to the concealment of 
this ‘most important secret of our times.’ London: Taylor & Hessey. 
1813.” 

Here “all the mysterious circumstances and apparent contradic- 
tions ” were explained by the assumption that Dr. Francis was “ the au- 
thor.” The proofs, however, were not considered conclusive by the 
public, and the pamphlet was soon followed by, — 

“ An Enquiry concerning the Author of the Letters of Junius, with 
reference to the Memoirs by a celebrated literary and political charac- 
ter. London: Jobn Murray. 1814.” 

The intention was to show from the “ Memoirs,” that Glover, the 
author of Leonidas, was the writer. This was followed by,— 

“ Arguments and Facts demonstrating that the Letters of Junius were 
written by John Lewis de Lolme, LL.D., Advocate. Accompanied with 
Memoirs of that ‘ most ingenious foreigner,’ &c. By Thomas Busby, 
Mus. Doc., author of a translation of Lucretius. London: Sherwood & 
Co. 1816.” 

“Letters to a Nobleman, proving a late Prime Minister to have been 
Janius; and developing the secret motives which induced him to write 
under that and other signatures. With an Appendix, containing a cele- 
brated case, published by Almon in 1765. London: Longman & Co. 
1816.” 

The “late Prime Minister ” was the Duke of Portland. 

The “distinguished living character” of the next pamphlet was Sir 
Philip Francis : 

“The Identity of Junius with a distinguished living character estab- 
lished. London: printed for ‘laylor and Hessey, Fleet Street. 1816.” 


To this was subsequently added: 
“ A Supplement to Junius Identified, consisting of fac-similes of hand- 
writing and other illustrations. Taylor & Hessey: 1817. 8vo.” 











Of this work a second edition, including the Supplement, was pub- 
lished in 1518. 

The following was by Olivic W. Serres, and intended to enforce her 
former arguments in favor of the claim of Dr. Wilmot: 


“Junius. Sir Philip Francis Denied! A Letter addressed to the 
British Nation. London: Williams. 1817.” 


Mr. Chalmers now brushed up his old argumenis, added new faoty 
and circumstances, until, as he said, they amounted to “ moral demon. 
stration,” and produeed— 

“The author of Junius Ascertained: from a Concatenation of (jr. 


cumstances, amounting toMoral Demonstration. By Georges halmers, 
F.R.S.S A. London: T. Egerton, Whitehall, 1817.” 


This tract was re-issued in 1819, with a new title-page and a Post. 
script then first added. 

“ The Auther of Junius ascertained: from direct proofs, and a con. 
catenation of circumstances, amounting to moral demonstration. Anew 
Edition, with a postscript, evincing that Boyd wrote Junius, and not 
Francis. By George Chalmers, F.R.S.S.A. London: Egerton, 1819," 


A claim was next put forward in favor of Gibbon, the historian: 

“Junius Unmasked. A well-known and most eminent literary char- 
acter of the last century. London: Wilson. 1819.” 

The following I have not seen, and presume it was au American 
publication : e 

“ A Refutation of the Claims preferred for Sir Philip Francis and 
Mr. Gibbon to the Letters of Junius. Reed. 1819.” 

The object of the writer of the next pamphlet was to ridicule the 
many absurd conjectures on the subject of Junius, by advocating the 


claims of Suett, the comedian: ° 

“ Junius with his Vizor up! or the real author of the Letters pub- 
lished under that signature now for the first time unveiled to the world, 
In two letters to my cousin in the country, from Edipus Oronoko, 
tobacconist and snuffseller. Sherwood: 1819.” 

There was published about this time, but I have not seen the pam- 


phiet : 

“ Another Guess at Junius.” 

The following title-pages show the intentions of the several writers: 

“ The Author of Junius Discovered in the person of the celebrated 
Earl of Chesterfield. Longman & Co. 1821.” 

“ A Critical Enquiry regarding the reat author of the Letters of Ju- 
nius; proving them to have been written’ by Lord Viscount Sackville. 
By George Coventry. London: Philips. 1825.” 

“Junius proved to be Burke; with an outline of his biography. 
London: Longman & Co. 1826.” 

I. * The Claims of Sir Philip Francis, K.B., to the Authorship of Ju- 
nius’s Letters disproved. II. Some Enquiry into the Claims of the late 
Charles Lloyd, Esq., to the composition of them. III. Observations on 
the Conduct, Character, and Style of the Writings of the late Right 
Hon. Edmund Burke. IV. Extracts from the Writings of several Emi- 
nent Philologists, on the Laconic and Asiatic, the Attic and Rhodian 
styles of eloquence. By E. H. Barker, Esq., of Thetford, in Norfolk.

Mr. Barker argues in favor of the claims of Charles Lloyd.

“ Memoirs of John Horne Tooke, together with his valuable speeches 
and writings; also, containing proofs identitying him as the author of 
the celebrated Letters of Junius. By John A. Graham, L.L.D. New 
York: Gould. 1828.” 

“ The Posthumous Works of Junius. To which is prefixed an En- 
quiry respecting the author; -also a Sketch of the Life of John Horne 
Tooke. New York: G. &C. & H. Carvill, 108 Broadway. 1829, 8vo. 

As might be inferred from the title of the work, the writer advo- 


cates the claims of Horne Tooke. 
“The Secret Revealed of the Authorship of Junius’s Letters. By 
James Faleonar, Esq. Jun. London: Holdsworth & Ball. 1830.” 
Mr. Faleonar is of opinion that the coincidences, and the direct evi- 
dence adduced in his pamphlet prove so conclusively thet Daniel Wray 
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was the writer, that “he who doubts,” after reading it, “‘ would doubt 
though one rose from the dead for his conviction.” 

«Letters on Junius, addressed to John Pickering, Esq., showing that 
the author of that celebrated Work was Earl Temple. By Isaac New- 
hall. Boston: Hilliard. 1831.” 

“ An Essay on Junius and his Letters; embracing a Sketch of the Life 
and Character of William Pitt, Earl of Chatham, and Memoirs of cer- 
tain other distinguished Individuals; with Reflections, &c.

Witerary Intelligence. 


A railway library for the German lines is in course of publication by Herr 
Brockaus, of Leipsig. 


An interest in the literature of Archzeology seems to be spreading on the 
continent. In Vienna a new periodical, expressly devoted to the antiquities of 
Austria, has met with great success; and the French Government bas given 
directions for the publication of the archives of the Commission of Historical 
Mouuments, This work, which will be printed in the best style of French ty- 
pegraphy, and profusely illustrated, will contain a series of able reports on the 
antiquities of l'rance from the Roman times to the period of the Renaissance. 


_ As we intimated in our last number would probably be the case, the altera- 
tions in the management of the British Museum which it was expected would 
be carried out on the occasion of the resignation of Sir Heary Ellis, have not 
taken place. Apart from any consideration of their propriety. legal difficulties 
have prevented the recommendations of the Commissivners from being acted on. 
The position and duties of the chief librarian are defined by Act of Parliament, 
and by Act of Parliament only can they be altered. Mr. Panizzi, therefore, 
succeeds Sir Henry as principal librarian. _ This appointment will probably be 
viewed with disapprobation by some persons ; but of the capacity of Mr. Panizzi, 
aud ‘his ability to conduct with energy and talent the institution he is placed at 
the head of there can be mo doubt. 





Mr. Macavcay anp His Criticismé.—We are about to enter another con- 
troversy. Mr. Hepworth Dixon announces for next week an “ Answer to Mr. 
Macaulay’s charges against Penn.” Mr. Macaulay,—so rumor has it,—is em- 
ployed upon a rejoinder to his various critics, —particularly to the Times and the 
Atheneum. Penn, Dryden, and Marlborough, are the chief men whose reputa- 
tions have been assailed by the historian ; and his judgments on these personages 
stand in highest need of explazation and defence. Mr. Dixon, we understand, 
replies upon the entire case as against Penn,—Mr. Macaulay’s accusations stand- 
ing in the latest editions as they stood in the first. We shall be glad to see what 
Mr. Macaulay can urge in defence of the Taunton charge,—of his assertion that, 
Marlborough’s letter caused the failure at Brest,—that Dryden changed his 
religion for money,—that Jeffreys is buried ip the Tower, and Schomberg in 
Westminster,—the two latter, blunders which the Times presses against. Liter- 
ary controversy is always pleasant; and when conducted with courtesy, and 
with an earnest desire for the truth, as this controversy most assuredly will be, 
it is serviceable to history, as well as pleasant to readers.—Atheneum.
